AtLas Mines.— As the iron and tin workings on the mines areentirely distinct, I shall 
describe the operations therein ander different heads. 
lron Works.-——-Since we commenced operations here, thet wo objects to which we lave 
steadily directed our attention are,—1. The continuing of the great open cutting up to 
the old iron workings ; and, 2. The driving of the adit level to unwater the whole of the 
iron ground. Great Open Cutting : This cutting is 80 yards long, 12 yards wide, with 
an average depth of 6 yards, containing 5760 cubic yards of stuff, consisting of iron ore, 
compact kaolin, and rock, the weight of which I jculate must iderably exceed 
14,000 tons. This cutting, which has been a work of great labour, is now approaching 
completion; when it is finished the great body of iron explored in the old working will 
be laid entirely open, when tens of thousands of tons of ore will be ina position to be 
raised at the least possible cost, having, in fact, only to be shovelled into the wagons.

The ground is very easily worked, but sufficiently 
firm to stand with very little timber. I strongly recommend the opening out this part 
of your property. 

Traction Enoine.—The traction-engine arrived at the company’s wharf on the 20th 
inst., having performed the whole journey from London by road. The passage of the 
engine through the different towns in the western counties created a great sensation 
amongst the inhabitants, and the enterprise of our company in bringing the engine into 
use has considerably added to the prestige of the company among our neighbours ; it has

GeneRkalL RemMarks.—I have now given your board a seriatim account of your different 
properties and operations as full as is compatible with the necessary limits of this report. 
It only remains for me to add the few following remarks on the general character of your 
works, which I hope your board will not consider out of place. Your mining operations 
are distinguished from those generally carried on in the West of England iron mines by 
the--1. The extent of your property embracing several mines.—2. The large scale on 
which they are to be worked.—3. The rapidity with which they are to be worked. It 
has hitherto been the custom in the West of England to work each iron mine separately 
differing thus from the great iron districts, where large iron companies possess many 
properties, which they work in connection with each other. it requires little considera- 
tion to see which course is the most advisable— indeed, the latter is the only system 
compatible with a large and secure system of working. ‘To depend upon one mine must 
always be more or less uncertain, and the best of mines must work out in a limited 
number of years. The working one mine alone is not compatible with a great and staple 
enterprise such as the South Devon Iron and General Mining Company ; besides, mines 
which isolated would be of little value, become by combination highly so. The difficulty 
of finding markets for small and precarious quantities of iron is often considerable, whereas 
for large and certain supplies the demand is unlimited. In the West of England, where 
the mines of most importance are those of tin, copper, and lead, ail very rich metals 
although uncertain in their distribution, the system of working has naturally been on a 
less extensive scale than in regular iron and coal districts, where the produce is much 
less rich, although, being more certain in its distribution, of greater real value. Thesys- 
tem admirably adapted to the one is not so to the other. The iron mines of the West have 
been worked on too small a scale; we are to remedy this, and to conduct our works on 
the large scale in operation in the regular iron and coal districts. Our third principle is 
rapidity of working. If a mine is capable of making 10,000/. a year profit for 30 years 
why not return the profit sooner, and make 30,000/. a year for 10 years, instead of wait- 
ing the longer period? Ican see no reason against it, but forthe contrary ; for besides the 
loss of timeand interest,a considerable saving in rents, agencies, salaries, &c., would be 
effected, which are constant, whatever the rate of working. I ain aware that some of 
these principles are not popular in these counties ; the jog-trot traditions are strong, and 
those who attempt to apply the more energetic and more enlarged commercial principles 
of our great iron and manufacturing districts here are often regarded as intruders and 
inno on the time-h d system of mine working which has existed here undis- 
turbed for the last century. I feel we are regarded sometimes in this light, and I make 
these remarks in case any observation embodying these local opinions should reach the 
ears of shareholders, who may be unacquainted with the causes from which they spring. 
I am quite satisfied that the principles I have nained —extended operations, a large scale 
of working, and making returns as rapidly as possible, will meet with the approbation 
of all real men of business, as they will, I am assured, place the South Devon Iron and 
General Mining Company within a short time in a position second to no other great 
iron corporation in the kingdom.

Capt. Pryor replied that it would be no difficult task to estimate the quantity of the 
reserves when he was appointed the manager, but he might add that the reserves they 
had at the present time were fully worth 20,0007. If, however, gentlemen would follow 
his reports from time to time, they would be a far better guide than any statement he 
conld make at a meeting. 

Mr. Hatietr had been in the habit of visiting the mines for many years past, and he 
could testify to the marked improvement in the general appearances presented, both un- 
derground and at surface. 

Capt. Pryor produced a section for the guidance of the shareholders, showing the 
extent of ground driven, the worth of each end and piece of ground, the manner in which 
the mine was being worked, the ore in reserve, and the points from which the ore was 
being raised. In his explanations, he stated that there were at the present time ready 
for sampling 320 tons of ore, of equal quality to that which was last sampled. Inanswer 
to further questions, Capt. Pryor stated that the 17 end was worth 40/. per fm. when it 
Was stopped for want of ventilation. They were not taking away as much ore as they 
were discovering. 

Mr. HALLETT was able, from what he himself had seen, to bear testimony to the busi- 
ness-like way in which their affairs were conducted on the mine, which refiected great 
credit on their . 

Capt. Prior said that in about three months from the present time they would be in 
& position to see some of the operations in the bottom level, which was looked forward 
to with a great deal of interest. As he courted the severest scrutiny, he was always 
careful in writing reports. His sucoess in that mine had exceeded his most sanguine 
expectations. 


The report was then unanimously received and adopted, and the accounts passed and 
allowed.—A dividend of 4/. per share was then declared. 

Some discussion then ensued upon the subject of the Liskeard and Caradon Railway 
shares, wher. it was agreed that the matter should be left in the hands of the committee. 

Votes of thanks were then unanimously passed to the officers of the mine, for the va- 
Inable services they had rendered in bringing it into its present position, as also to the 
Chairman, directors, and secretary, when the proceedings terminated. 


UNITED MEXICAN MINING ASSOCIATION. 


A general meeting of sharehoilers was held at the company’s offices, Finsbury-circus, 
on Wednesday, Mr. Ropert BippvUtrn in the chair. 


Mr. ARTHUR WesTMacoTT (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, the 
Tainutes of the last, and the report of the directors. 

The CaaIRMAN said that, at the previous meeting, the shareholders heard with re- 
fret of the retirement of their old and very vaiuable Chairman, Sir John Easthope, in 
whose place Mr. James Mackillop was appointed; himself (Mr. Biddulph) being nomi- 
nated deputy-chairman. He had now to inform them of Mr. Mackillop’s wish to retire, 
his health not permitting him to attend to the duties of the office. He feared that Mr. 
Mackillop would not again be able to undertake active duties, and in case of his resig- 
nation, he was glad to say that they had obtained the consent of Mr. Williamson to 
occupy a seat at the board. With regard to their property in Mexico, the mine of Jesus 
Maria y Jose was the mine to which they were looking forsuccess. [t waa like ali other 
mining operations, extremely fluctuating in its appearance. In the first three months 
of last year they raised 14,000 cargas of ore, and their loss was $7000; whilst in the re- 
Maining nine months they raised 21,299 cargas, being only about one-third more than 
in the first three months, and yet made.a profit of $19,000 He might remark that the 
reason so few cargas were raised was that the water came into the mine. He considered 
that it was from the Jesus Maria y Jose that they must expect their success. La Tri- 
nidad Mine, as they had seen from the accounts, was only just kept going, in order that 
the pertenencias might not be “denounced” by other parties. As to the Rayas, they 
had a certain number of barras, but the state of the country was such that no one could 
work. Catas they had always laid a claim to, although they had not actively worked 
it for some years. It was now about to be carried on by an infiuential Mexican house, 
the arrangement being that the association were to retain two barras for their dormant 
claim, and the other party to work the mine, so that there seemed some chance of the 
association obtaining ultimately a return upon the $417,000 expended upon the mine. 
The Zacatecas claim stood much in the same position as it had for some time; they 
had been trying to secure the application of some of the forced duties at Vera Cruz to 
ite payment, and would, probably, ultimately obtain something from those claims. As 
few would undertake the beneficiating of ore for themselves, they had increased their 
haciendas at Duran, and would be thereby enabled to beneficiate a far larger quantity 
than before. Looking at their financial affairs in Mexico, they would see that the ex- 
penses of management in that country were $17,000. Now, he had been told that they 
were paying too highly, and he had promised to give the subject his serious considera- 
tion; he had done so, and had come to the conclusion that the expenses were not too 
high. He then read a list of the several salaries paid, amounting together to the $17,000 
(about %0001.), the principa! item being Mr. Fitzherbert, the chief commissioner, 1000/. 
The only change that could with any consistency be made was the discharge of a porter, 
who received 100/. a year, and even he was a very useful and faithful servant, and ren- 
dered important services to the company. He had heard that the salary of 1000/7. to 
Mr. Pitzherbert was considered too high, but he did not concur in that opinion, for they 
must recollect that they must have a man of integrity and honesty, and this they could 
hot expect to obtain without paying for it. Then, as to the expenses in London, he 
might fnform therm that they were endeavouring to let the house they now occupied, 
and intended to take less commodious premises, bit should they be unsuccessful in 
meeting with a place to suit them, the lease they held had but another year to ran 
Their financial position was not so good as it should have been, in consequence of Mr. 
Fitzherbert not having been enabled to send the second 500/. as proposed, owing to the 
distarbances in the country. The Mint had been broken into by the Constitationalists, 
and $170,000 carried off, $5656 of which belonged to the association and persons con- 
nected therewith. The directors did not, however, anticipate that the loss to the asso- 
Ciation would exceed $1100 or $1200. Ali these circumstances added to their insecurity ;

Mr. HARRIS was led to expect some effort at greater economy, but from the remarks- 
which had fallen from the Chairman he feared they were to be disappointed. Theircom~- 
pany was now a very small one; they had only the mine ef Jesus Maria y Jose, and 
when he considered that many mines in England paying large dividends were conducted 
for 1002. a year, he thought theirexpenses were enormous. He was sure his friends, had 
they been present, would have supported him in urging a reduction of their present 
expenditure. 

The CuairMaN could assure them that economy was not lost sight of, the subject being 
at the present time under the consideration of the board. 
A SHAREHOLDER thought in was high time to cut down any expense that could be 
curtailed, He believed they hada large establishment and staff of clerks, most of whom 
could be dispensed with. He had heard too that in Mexico, and especially in the capital, 
the extravagance, and more particularly that of English residents, was very great, and if 
that were the case he did not think they should give large salaries to their managers to 
assist them tolive in extravagance. 
The report was then put, and carried unanimously. 
Mr. WILLIAMsow said that he had an important subject to bring before the meeting— 
the question of theexpediency of bringing the company under the Limited Liability Act. 
Before doing so, he would make one remark—that although he admired economy, they 
might be penny wise and pound foolish. They might get a man for 100/. a year to per- 
form the duties now allotted to Mr. Fitzherbert, but they would be in a disagreeable 
plight ifin doing so they fell into the hands of a man who by peculation or otherwise 
would bring his salary above that sum. As to the position of political affairs in Mexico, 
he thought they were rather favourable to the company than otherwise, for the state of 
the country was now so bad that any alteration must be an improvement, and he did not 
think any long time would elapse before that improvement was felt. It had been said 
that the expense of management was the cause of their shares being at so low a price 
in the market ; he believed, however, that the expense had no effect whatever upon their 
shares; it was the utter want of confidence in the entire principle upon which the com- 
pany was constituted; it was the unknown liability attaching to the purchase of the 
shares that caused the depression in them. He had ascertained the feeling of the direc- 
tors upon the point, and was glad to find that they had no objection to the company being 
brought under the Limited Liability Act, and there could be no more favourable oppor- 
tunity then the present, when they were told that they had no debts, no creditors, and 
no claimants. He would, therefore, move “ that the directors be requested to take im- 
mediate steps to bring the United Mexican Mining Association ander the Limited 
Liability Act.” 
Mr. Harris seconded the resolution, which was put and carried unanimously. 
Major FaRRELL said that it was a most erroneous opinion that life at their mines in 
Mexico was upon the extravagant scale referred to by the gentleman who had spoken 
upon the subject ; than the mode of life threre nothing could be more quiet and dull, dis- 
tressingly dull; indeed, he believed that one-half of the shareholders present, {f sent out 
there for a year, would die of ennui. The living was not expensive, for they could not 
spend. Asto Mr. Fitzherbert’s salary, it was very small; for they should recollect 
that when he (Major Farrell) went out as chief commissioner, he received but half the 
amount paid to his predecessor, and Mr. Fitzherbert’s salary was one-sixth less than his 
had been. They had heard of the holidays in Mexico, but he could assure them that 
their chief commissioner could have no holidays—it was not safe for him to go 10 miles 
from the property. Then, as to getting rid of the porter, he considered it would be the 
worst thing they could do; he was an old servant, and thoroughly trustworthy man ; 
his duty not being simply that of a porter, for he searched every man upon his leaving 
the works, so that nothing valuable could be carried away. 
A SHAREHOLDER had only stated what he had been informed, but was, of course, will- 
ing to give way to Major Farrell’s superior knowledge. 
Messrs. Charles Morris and John Weston were re-elected directors, and Mr. John 
Hibbert re-elected auditor, the meeting terminating with the usual complimentary vote 
to the Chairman. 


MARIQUITA AND NEW GRANADA MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of adventurers was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate, on Friday, Mr. J. D. Pow es in the chair. 

The Secretary (Mr. L. R. Jones) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CuatkMan, in drawing the attention of the shareholders to the object of the pre- 
sent meeting, would remind them that at the time the debenture capital was raised 
(1856) the money market i avery diff aspect to what it does at present. 
They were then empowered to raise the required debentare capital at what was at pre- 
sent considered too high a rate of interest. He would now propose that the directors be 
empowered to raise a debenture capital sufficient to cover the amount coming due in Feb., 
1860, at a rate not higher than 10 per cent.; he, however, trusted, and fully believed, 
that they should be enabled to obtain the required amount at 7 per cent. 

Mr. FaTHERLY could not understand why so large a demand should be made, and in- 
terest charged on debenture stock, when there was asum lying idie at the bank, or at least 
at a very small interest, while it was proposed to raise further capital at more than double 
the rate they were receiving on the capital in reserve. 

After some discussson, it was explained that by a clause in their Deed of Settlement 
they were compelled to keep a certain sum in reserve to meet any small debenture bonds 
that might fall due, and it was thought that the directors had better have their hands 
left free from any stringent resolution binding them to a certain rate of interest to be 
granted on the capital to be raised. The resolution was then unanimously passed. 

The meeting was then made general, and the secretary read the directors’ report, from 
which the following is abridged :-— 

Since the last general annual meeting a half-yearly meeting was held on Jan.7, when 
a statement was made of the advices received from the mining establishments of the 
company up to that time, and of its financial position, and a dividend (being the seventh ) 
was declared of 1s.

The quality of the ore raised during the last few months has not been so good as that 
raised during the early part of the year, or as that raised in the preceding year. It is sa- 
tisfactory to perceive that the rich bunch in the 110 fm. level is extending farther south 
than in the 100 fathom level, and that the mineral is getting richer as the workings are 
continued downwards. Notwithstanding the decline which has taken place in the stan- 
dard of the ore, the produce of silver is somewhat in excess of that of the year ending 
March, 1858, owing to more ore having been raised in the last year. The cost of this 
establishment has been materially increased during the past year by the large accession 
of native labour, the sinking of the new shaft, and works of exploration, very important 
to be prosecuted for the permanent welfare of theestablishment. The increase of wages 
is accounted for by the fact that the number of native labourers, which on March 31, 
1858, was 288, amoanted on March 31, 1859,to 443. Materials and other charges are 
necessarily affected by the sume cause. More work has been done. The quantity of 
ore raised in the year ending March, 1859, has been greater by 18 per cent. than that 
raised in the previous year. The sinking of the new shaft has been proceeded with. 
The opening out of one of the company’s other mines, Fl Pleito, has also been proceeded 
with. The causes of the increase in the cost are, therefore, sufficiently obvious. The 
Mine of El Pleito is known to contain a geod lode. A whim has been erected there, and 
the clearing up of the old shaft has been commenced. The directors have before stated 
their sense of the importance of having other sources of supply of mineral opened out in 
this district, independent of the Santa Ana lode. In order that the ventilation of the 
mine in the deeper levels may be more thoroughly established, and to provide for the 
future efficient working of the mine, in case the present communications should at any 
time become unavailable, it was determined some months since to sink a new shaft, 
which should intersect the lode in the present workings, and thus obviate the necessity 
of driving tong levels froin [llingworth’s shaft through unprodactive ground. The work 
is rapidly advancing, the new shaft having been completed to the depth of about 45 fms 
When finished it will greatly facilitate the working of the mine, passing, as it will do, 
through all the stations from which ore is being extracted, and it will also, by improv- 
ing the ventilation, contribute materially to sustaining the health of the miners 

MakMato.— This district presents an improved result as compared with the preceding 
year, having given a profit of 1918/. 12s. 5d. This, no doubt, would have been larger, 
but that the increased cost of timber and the erection of two new mills in the Candado 
Quebrada, which were stated iu the last year’s report to be in progress, have contri- 
buted to swell the cost. The disadvantageous feature in this district continues to be 
the low quality ofthe ore.

This statement shows an improvement in the produce per ton in the past year. It is 
still, however, greatly below the average of former years. In the year ending March, 
1853, 19,089 tons were stamped, yielding of fine g@d 7693 ozs., and fine silver 4417 ozs. 
The returns for the past year would, in the same proportion, have been upwards of 
50001. more, without any increase in the cost. 

Purma.—The directors are sorry to state that this district is now presenting a more 
unfavourable aspect than at any previous time since it has been in the possession of the 
company.

circulated among the shareholders. They had met in March last to report to share. 

holders the result of the communications made to their agent as to the stopping of ali 

mining operations. They met in consequence of a resolution sent to the board by cer- 
tain shareholders, who, it was presumed, were anxious to carry on mining operations - 
but subsequently, being unable to form a company for that purpose, some shareholders 
proposed to form a new company for the purpose of working the Chariton Mine, Yq. 
rious communications took, place, and he (the Chairman) very much regretted to say 
that, froma variety of causes,--of which the unfavourable state of the money market 
might have been the chief, those gentlemen were unable to come forward with the pro- 
posal they shadowed forth at the meeting to which he had referred. Had they been so 

it would have been the duty, the wish, and the desire of the board to have given them 
the fullest assistance and co-operation. Subsequently, the board received the names of 
some highly respectable gentlemen, and largely interested in the company, who were 
anxious themselves to see if they could not do something for the company. But he re- 
gretted to say that the proposals then made were of such a natare, and their Deed of 
Settlement was so stringent, that the board could not see their way clear to carry them 
out. The board being particularly anxious on the point, the company’s solicitor was 
consulted, who advised them that it could not be done. Since then nothing, he might 
say, had been done upon that point. They had instructed their agent to do the best he 
possibly could; and if he could let the property upon @ mine lease to do s0; at any rate, 
they had desired him to sell it at once for the best price that could be obtained. With 
regard to the stores in the colony, that they should not be allowed to be wasted and dis- 
sipated, the board had instructed the agent to sell them as quickly as possible. When 
the last accounts came from the colony things were dead and dull; but when the Aspect 
of affairs was changed they would at once be sold, there being several mining companies 
on the spot.

The property around Chariton was fast 

settling; the land in the neighbourhood had been discovered to be of a very fine charac. 

ter, and there had been several mines discovered upon it, and partially worked, within q 

short distance, comparatively speaking, of Chariton. As regarded the property at Tung- 

killo, there they had also attempted to sell the engines, but had not yet been successful, 

although negociations were still pending. That property was let on lease till 1861, at a 

yearly rental of 815/., of which they were in the regular receipt. At Allen’s Creek no 

fresh sales had been effected since last meeting. Theinstructions of the board had been 

to withhold selling any more of that property for the present, as they could see prospects 

that that property would, in a short time, sell at a much better price than could at the 

present time be real . ‘The company at the present time held 247 acres of land there, 

and the anticipation that that land would increase in value, owing to the extension of 
the Kapunda Railway in that direction, seemed likely to be realised. Government sur- 

veys had been taken, and an extension of the railways in that direction was to them 

&@ most excellent feature, because the extension of the railway to the Murray would 

thereby be insured, The extension of the railway to the Murray must go within, com- 

paratively speaking, an easy distance of the company’s property. He knew some parties 

who entertained the opinion that the railway would join the company’s property ; but 

those most competent to form an opinion upon the subject stated that five miles would 

be the nearest point.

Mr. ANDERTON (a director) having seconded the resolution, 

Mr. Fawcett (of the firm of Hill and Fawcett) suggested whether the report with 
reference to that part of it which spoke of the proposals made to the directors for the par- 
pose of forming the company into a mining company, with a view of putting its affairs in 
a rather more active state, had not been a little overlooked; he did not say intention- 
ally so, but he thought those shareholders who were not cognisant of the matter might 
have had some little more information upon the subject. He took no part at the last 
meeting with regard to the matters then transacted, but it had subsequently been suggested 
by some parties largely interested that it was exceedingly desirable something should be 
done with a view to assist in developing the mineral resources of the company’s property. 
There was a difference of opinion as to whether the mine should be continued or not. 
After looking into the subject, however, he (Mr. Fawcett) found it would be entirely out 
of the question to form an independent mining company during the then state of the 
monetary market, and it was impossible to effect that object out of the number of share- 
holders who were disposed to continue further operations.

be a small share distributed to those parties who were disposed to develope the mining 
resources of the company’s property. Theothertobealandcompany. They were,how- 
ever, met in the face by their Deed of Settiement, which was one of the most extraordi- 
nary obstructive documents he had ever seen ; for although the Chairman had hinted 
that there was a possibility of dissolution at the end of a year or so, he (Mr. Fawcett) 
feit perfectly satisfied that in the present state of the Deed of Settlement, as it had been 
explained to him, there was no power of dissolution— there were no means of dissojution 
—they must live—they could not dissolve. One of the necessary steps to the formation 
of those two new companies was that the old company should be dissolved. As they 
could not dissolve—or as the obstacles were so almost insurmountable that it really 
amounted to no power of dissolution—they were stopped. The simple reason given by 
directors was the difference of opinion with regard to the continuance of mining opera- 
tions; that, however, was not the reason why they could not dissolve the company, be- 
cause he (Mr. Fawcett) then proposed that they should leave the mining to take care of 
itself, that they should then reduce the liability apon the 20/. shares, and the 10/. shares 
to the 7/.

The law that had been recently passed gave a more perfect 
charter than had ever been given before; and, if it were possible, they should have 
placed themselves under the Limited Liability Act; but at the same time reduce their 
liability, as there seemed no prospect or power to call up money by the present Act of 
Incorporation. He thought there was a perfect understanding that the directors should 
not call up more money ; and it appeared they had decided that in three years they 
would be in a position to talk of matters with a view toa final settlement. If daring 
those three years they were in active operation as a land company, a great deal of good 
might be done, but just because they had an obstructive Deetl of Settlement they must 
lose three years. They must wait one year for the purpose of considering whether they 
could cut that knot, if it could not be untied. If their solicitors had given them such a 
Deed of Settlement that they could not untie the knot which it had created, they must 
set their minds to work to see if they could not cut it; because, with going into particu-

1 d about 86 yards in length, at the end of which a large excavation, or chamber, 
was found nearly filled with rubbish, containing a quantity of ore of pretty good quality. 
On clearing this out the floor was found to be entirely of mineral, but which, on being 
assayed, contained no copper, and therefore, in all probability, the top of the deposit. On 
further exploration this chamber was found to be in communication with a shaft, from 
whence, no doubt, the ore found in the rubbish was raised, but, as this shaft was filled 
with water, further investigation has been suspended, for the reasons hereinafter stated. 
Another adit has also been commenced on the south of this mine, and driven about 97 
yards, so as to cut the deposit several yards below the other adit, the effect of which will 
be to remove the water,and then allow the works of exploration and extraction to go on 
with facility. About 120 more yards are required to effect this object. 

At Monte Romero, works of exploration have been made to find the entrance to the 
western adit, which is situated at that part of the property, where it is expected, from 
exterior indications, an extensive deposit will be found, but which, your diréctors regret 
to say, has not, as yet, been successful. The eastern adit has, however, been cleared 
about 70 yards in the direction of the lode, buf without discovering any valuable ore ; 
whilst doing this a small bunch of very rich cobalt ore was discovered, the samples of 
which, forwarded to England, gave about 20 per cent. of cobalt, and on further investi- 
gation a regular cobalt lode was opened out ; this, we were informed by telegram, was 
a regular lode, already 2 feet wide, and, had this been as rich as the samples sent to 
England, of which we had no evidence to the contrary, the discovery was one evidently 
of great value. Orders were sent to the engineeer to push on with all speed to extract 
the cobalt, and forward some samples to England ; these arrived in due course, and when 
examined by your consulting chemist, were found to contain, comparatively, a smal! 
percentage of cobalt. Enough, however ap to be capable of being collected by 
hand-picking to render it of sufficient value to stand the great expense of transit on 
mules to the sea coust, and subsequent freight to England. Orders were accordingly sent 
to hand-pick the vein as extracted, and to put the picked ore thus selected in bags to be 
forwarded to Seville, and thence to England. The last reports from the mines state that 
there is at present about 4 tons of ore as taken from the vein, and requiring to be hand- 
picked. As far as the explorations of the vein have gone, it appears to be very variable, 
both as to its size and value. As this lode is very superficial, not being more than 20 
yards from the surface, and the ground being extremely rotten, and difficult to timber, 
its real value and productiveness cannot be properly ascertained without sinking on the 
lode to a greater depth ; this has been attempted at iderable trouble ; but in conse- 
quence of the quantity of water, it has been given up for the present, waitfhg a proper 
pumping engine, &c., necessary for its further development in depth; at present these 
Operations are confined to simply driving into the hill on the course of the lode. 

Your Buitron Mine, which is considered one of the largest and best situated mines in 
the country, has from its importance received a large amount of attention. On this mine 
4a Roman adit in the east has been cleared out and enlarged for about 220 yards, together 
with 14 connecting shafts; and a few of the remainder of the shafts have been cleared 
out and timbered to the water level. About 150 yards more require to be cleared out 
before reaching the spot the ore may be expected at, and which it is calculated will be 
at a depth of about 130 yards,—an important circumstance, as the mine will thus be un- 
watered without any machinery at that great depth. 

A western adit has also been discovered, about 900 yards from the eastern adit, at the 
other end of the deposit, which is being cleared out: this is calculated to reach the ore 
about 30 yards deep. At about the centre of the mine there isa great depression in the 
cap of oxide of iron, as if at some former time an open working had existed, or the 
ground given way from some workings a short depth beneath. It was, therefore, thought 
advisable, from this and other indications leading to the inference of the ore being at 
this spot near the surface, to ascertain the fact, if possible, by the boring rod. A 
proper apparatus was accordingly sent out from England, and directions given that a 
hole be sunk on the north side of the deposit in a line with a valley, so that if ore were 
met with an adit ef proper size for extracting the ore might be driven from the valley 
lirectly into the middle of the deposit. 

Your directors have now the great pleasure of informing you from a letter only re- 
ceived on the 25th inst. that at a depth of about 23 yards the deposit was met with, and 
that the ore appears to be of good quality. 

With respect to future operations on your three properties, it appears to your directors 
that the Buitron, from its p mport regards extent, situation, and pros- 
pect of early returns, should be the mine first put into a paying condition. They have, 
therefore, stopped all works at the other mines, except the exploration of the Cobalt 
lode, at Monte Romero, which will be continued as quickly as possible, waiting a proper 
engine for drawing the water. 

The last report of your engineer, Mr. Ortigosa, dated July 9, states that he thinks the 
ore will be reached at the eastern adit in about three months, and as regards the pros- 
pects of the mine he says, “I believe that if properly managed the profit or return at 
Buitron may be more than 1/. per ton of ore,and that 2000 tons may easily be extracted 
monthly at somewhat more than a year hence.”

The CHAIRMAN stated that, before moving the adoption of the report, he would make 
a few remarks, although he would not trouble them with a history of the mineral wealth 
of Spain in the time of the Romans, which they could ascertain if they wished it from 
Strabo and Pliny; but he would say a few words upon the province of Huelva, even 
with the present imperfect and unsystematic manner in which the mines were worked. 
He would confine himself to the communication of some well authenticated facts by 
which to convey an idea of the value of the properties y d by the ny, the 
large profits to be derived upon the capital embarked by the practical and scientific 
miner, and the application of a little sound chemistry to the various processes, to make 
it ere long a profitable concern. The ore from all the mines in the district was very 
similar in mineralogical character to that of their mines; the ore varied in richness, 
some giving a very high percentage of copper, but even ing the p tage not to 
exceed 414, they would have good cause to be satisfied. The deposit of solid ore at the 
Rio Tinto Mines, which were worked by the Government, was 260 fins. long, and from 
40 to 55 fathoms wide. The production of sulphur ores was now becoming an important 
branch of our nationa! industry, owing to the extensive and increasing manufacture of 
sulphuric acid. The sulphur was of very great consideration upon their property, 
although up to the present time it had been entirely wasted by the Spaniards. 
In Ireland, on the contrary, much more attention was paid to the pyrites, and it was 
found very advantageous to work ores yielding but a small percentage of sulphur, which 
sold at from 18s. to 21s. per ton of 21 cwts. The pyrites from Huelva gave 48 per cent. 
of sulphur, and would be readily saleable in any quantity in Liverpool at 30s. At the 
Buitron Mine, they had a deposit of ore 1000 yards in length, and fully 70 yards wide ; 
in some places it was 96 yards wide. From this they could raise from 6000 to 10,000 
tons per month, which could be further i d by the application of machinery. The 
size or extent of a deposit of ore did not, however, always convey an idea of the quantity, 
but by multiplying the length by the breadth and width, and taking the specific gravity 
of the ore into consideration, it would appear that they had several millions of tons to 
work away—28,000,000 or 30,000,000 tons at least; they would thus be enabled to form 
an idea of its value. He would next proceed to the consideration of the copper. At the 
Rio Tinto, the profits were 80,000/. per year; whilst Concepcion, Chaparita, and others 
pay a large percentage. They should recollect, too, that the Spaniards took out but 
1°18 per cent. of copper from ore of 444 produce. If with all this loss a profit could be 
realised, what might be expected with a greater system of economy. At Agordo, in the 
Venetian Alps, a similar deposit exists, containing only 1°6 of copper, and is being worked 
by the Austrian Government, and more for the occupation of a large number of persons 
than for the profit, yet 260,000 frs. per year were returned ; and notwithstanding the 
large cost of administration (76,000 frs.) there remained a nett profit of 65,000 frs. He 
thought this fact worth mentioning, to show what might be done with poor ores. 
Again, at Linz, on the Rhine, very considerable profits were realised from the working 
of poor ores. As to their iron, there could be no doubt that ultimately it would be of 
vast importance to the company ; for as soon as fuel could be introduced into the district 
the whole of the iron ore would become valuable. He trusted these few facts would be 
sufficient to bear out what had been said of the property; and, in conclusion, he would 
congratulate the shareholders upon their position, and formally move the adoption of the 
rej

MOLLAND.—T. Bennetts, July 27: Theengine-shaft is now about 4 fms. below the 
32, ground moderate but heavy, and requires to be carefully timbered. The lode in the 
32 east ts still very large, producing from 114 to 2 tons of ore per fm. ; the stopes in the 
back of this level, both east and west, are looking much the same as last week.

The monthly meeting of the committee was held on Tuesday, at the office of the 
secretary, Mr. Henry Whitworth, when the chiet Inspector, Mr. H. W. Harman, C.E., 
presented his report, from which the following are extracts :—We have now under in- 
spection 571 mills and other works, and 1603 boilers. Your inspectors, myselfincluded, 
have made 208 visits, and examined 552 boilers, and 445 engines: 229 diagrams have 
been taken from 125 cylinders. The number of boilers found defective are as under :— 
From corrosion, 6 (one of which was dangerous); fracture, 4; safety-valves out of order, 
22; pressure-gauges ditto, 12; water gauges ditto, 11 ; feed apparatus ditto, 6; biow-off 
cocks ditto, 4; fusible plugs ditto, 4; deficiency of water, 1; furnace out of shape, 12: 
20 botlers were without glass water gauges,9 without blow-off cocks, and 7 without back 
pressure valves. We still meet with numerous safety-valves on the old plan of passing 
the spindles through stuffing-boxes, as alluded to in my last report. We have also had 
one case where thespindie was packed,and two corroded fast, whilst other are still sub- 
Sect to the bad practice of loading with odd pieces of iron, instead of with one fixed 
weight. Care should also be taken with all safety-valves, to see that the levers are not 
bent, which often prevents the spindles working freely. Another instance ras occurred 
of a “ Salter’s Balance” being screwed down so as to render the valve inoperative; and 
I will here take the opportunity of stating that the frequent allusions I am com 

make in reference to these spring balances, are not meant in condemnation of per 
se (for in principle they are doubtless good and efficient, as witness their use on nearly all 
locomotive engines), but in the hands of the unskilful they afford the means of creating 
mischief, if not 2 disaster, by the facility with which they cam be screwed down, and 
then fix fast the valves they may be applied to.

Urinisinc Waste Scestances.—There are many persons who write on this subject; 
and to my thinking they possess in some instances not tod much knowledge of what 
they are dilating upon. They would propose where a mine possesses a number of 
#tmi-metals that these should be worked and realised. As an instance of the feasi- 
dility of their ideas, they bring forward calculations of the amounts these substances 
will fetch ; in general, however, they forget the cost, not only of dressing but likewise 
tosurface. Even when broughg to grass, as sometimes they are obliged to be, 
it would be better that they should be left alone than subjected to any further mani- 
palation. I know an instance of an association which stated in their prospectus that 
they had thousands of tons of valuable stuff in sight,—the mineral in question, for 
certain reasons, it is not necessary to mention here ; yet practical men, although they 
do not deny its existence in situ, are of opinion that it is so disseminated through the 
mass that it will not pay for breaking down, much less dressing. The Twista process 
was a pretty plaything. The extraction of the copper from the poor ores of Fohldal, 
in Norway, was perfectly practicable, but here they did not pay for mining; and such 
been the case with numberless other inventions, both for gold, silver, and copper. 
Where these substances can be realised to a small profit they always should be made 
usefal ; but I protest against the money of shareholders being dissipated in crude ex- 
periments, which are merely got up in some instances by persons who have no know- 
ledge of the subjects they profess to deal with, but are endeavouring to obtain a pre- 
carious living by imposing on the credulity and cupidity of those whom they induce to 
listen to their specious reasonings and fallacious arguments.—S. E. 
PENHARGET a¥D WHEAL Wrey.—lIn the brief notice of this meeting, which appears in 
last week's Journal, I perceive there is a credit balance of 3251. 6s. 34., and thata 
deputation is to visit the mine, and investigate and report upon all matters, at the 
same time to receive and pay all moneys of the company.

Mrsixe Epvucatios.—“A Mine Captain,” writing from Lostwithiel, mentions a case 
where a certain mineral was taken to a chemist, who stated that it was carbonate of 
baryta, whereas it was merely a rather peculiar carbonate of lime; and that in this 
case the opinion of a practical miner, who had been so from the time he was ten years 
of age, was disregarded ; the consequence of this was that the sett was taken up, 4@ 
large quantity of mineral raised, samples sent to buyers, and then a cargo shipped to 
them at a good price. Your correspondent then says that after they came to work it 
down a letter arrived, requesting that nothing should be done until certain experi- 
ments had been made. The chemists were then again set to work, and they pro- 
nounced it carbonate of lime. I have never read a better plea for mining education 
than is put forward by this practical man. Here in the county of Cornwall a mine 
was worked, a cargo of ore raised and sold, and yet so little did those who raised it 
and they who bought it know of its real value, that they sold it for another mineral ; 
the chemists of the district—I presume they mnst have been of the class apothecary — 
were equally as ignorant. This, however, I am not surprised at, as it is not to be 
that a man who is con«tant!y making boluses and pualverising drugs in 4 
pestie and mortar can have any abstruse knowledge of mineralogy. There was one 
exception—the practical miner, who bad been there all his life. I would ask “A 
Captain,” would one single person's assertion, however correct it was, be listened 
to, when it was in all probability overruled by the numbers who raised the ore, and 
the sapient captain who superintended operations? The schoolmaster was certainly 
not abroad there. In all charity, one can only imagine that miners, bayers, and che- 





mists must have been located in some wild district of the county, all enveloped in 
darkness, with but one solitary luminary among them, and the rays from his light so 
feeble that they were fain to be always in the same gloom. Let us, however, hope 
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fully expended in mining operations. It should, however, be borne in mind that there 
are many agents who if they have not the knowledge required to make their practical 
information available, yet that often by a show of rough honesty and a specious report 
they can resuscitate under a new name many an old bal which is well known to be 
worthless. In the majority of instances education would give character, and such 
worthless schemes could not exist to the detriment of legitimate inining.—R. K. 

Raising MEN AND MINERALS FROM MuNESs.—There can be no question but that a deep 
debt of gratitude is due to those who have so nobly exerted th ives in liorating 
the condition of the miner, and by the introduction of machinery to prevent the wear 
and tear of haman life, so materially tended to preserve the health of the labourer.

The returns from the Board of Trade for the month, and the six months, 
ending June 30 give a total declared value of the exports of the produce 
and manufactures of the United Kingdom of 10,665,891/. for the shorter 
period, and 63,003,159/. for the longer, which is an increase of 424,458/. 
in the one case, and of 9,535,355/. in the other, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year. This is altogether most satisfactory, for 
notwithstanding the various causes which have arisen during the spring to 
interrupt our trade with the Continent and countries other than our own, 4 
steady improvement has nevertheless been shown in the aggregate; and 
although a decrease has occurred in several items, the general balance is 
as stated. 

In some branches of the trade connected with the mining industry of the 
country a deficiency appears. The chief item has reference to machinery 
of all kinds, which is less by 306,684/. than it was during the first six 
months of 1858. Copper likewise gives a decrease of 126,028/., and brass 
3486/.; making, collectively, 436,198/. The general balance, however, 
after allowing for this amount, is no less than 1,233,333/. over 1858. The 
principal increase occurs in iron, to the extent of 799,127/., and in tin to 
202,8427. The details are, as usual, in another column. 

Of the precious metals there 1s likewise a great increase both in the exports 
and imports, and the balance of trade, in this respect, is in favour of this 
country, although of small amount. The imports of gold and silver bullion 
and ie were 19,958,011/. during the six months, and the exports 
19,372,619/., consequently giving 585,392/. tothe credit side. The excess 
of imports over 1858 was 3,787,091/., but the increase of ex was no 
less than 8,631,7997. The balance against us in our interchange with 
France alone was 3,600,717/.

the old European states, yet, nevertheless, it has to a certain extent im. 
peded all industrial ions ; happily, the emeute—for it scarcely de_ 
serves a higher name—has been quelled, and the republic has now returned 
to its normal state, and we may, therefore, anticipate that the company 
will be able to progress satisfactorily for the future. The railroad, it ap. 
pears, has not been interrupted, and copper has come to hand from the 
Copiapo Smelting Company; and whatever trifling obstacles have inter. 
vetied we must conclude have now been entirely obviated. It would bp 
premature, previous to the meeting, to attempt to augur what may be de- 
cided upon, but it is reasonable to supposé that the report submitted to the 
shareholders will be such as will not only reassure the proprietors as: to 
the value of their large estates and mineral deposits, which are daily in. 
creasing in importance and wealth, but, at the same time, give them fur. 
ther confidence in the direction at home, and management abroad, of their 
affairs during the late crisis. In our next Journal a detailed account wil] 
appear of the proceedings which take place at the meeting, and, judging 
from the antecedents of the company, we have no reason to doubt but al] 
will be conducted as harmoniously as heretofore has been the invariable 
rule regarding thi» association. 








The Australian May mail, due in London via Marseilles on the 4th inst, 
is still out. The succeeding mail of June will be due on Thursday next, 
and the probability now is that both will come forward together. The 
continuous delays and irregularities in the postal service between the Aus- 
tralian colonies and the mother country is detrimental to the best interests 
of commerce. The fact that no less a sum than 57,000,000/. represents 
the annual imports and ex between Great Britain and Australasia, js 
conclusive evidence that the present monthly service is totally inadequate 
to secure the postal requirements absolutely necessary for the prompt dis. 
patch of correspondenece re ting mercantile enterprise of such mag. 
nitude. That a fortnightly, or supplementary, mail is necessitated by the 
frequent delays consequent on mishaps, by the great length of the voyage,

tionment of benefit to the several colonies, and the probable advantages 
offered by each route, is incumbent on all to consider. As to distance, 
according to calculations made at the Admiralty, and given as evidence 
before Lord JocELYN’s committee, it appears that between London and Mel- 
bourne, via Marseilles and Suez, is 10,625 miles ; London and Adelaide, 
10,120; London and Sydney, 11,193; and between London and New Zea- 
land, 12,159 miles: whereas, via Panama, the distance between London 
and Melbourne is 12,873 miles; London and Adelaide, 13,373 ; London 
and Sydney, 12,497; and between London and New Zealand, 11,340 miles. 
Therefore it is clear that the official tables give proof in favour of the Suez 
route for the Australian colonies of Victoria, New South Wales, South 
Australia, Tasmania, and Western Australia; the shortest by the Panama 
route being alone to New Zealand. Admitting that it is the most expe- 
ditious way to the last-named colony, and that it is desired by Sydney, 
which, to ‘secure the route in question, offers to provide a considerable 
portion of the subsidy, yet it must be borne in mind that arrangements of 
this nature are for the benefit of the whole, and not for the advantage ot 
the minority over the majority. . 

The Board of Trade returns show, ificontestably, that the value of com- 
mercial exports from this country to New Zealand avd New South Wales 
was only 3,507,304/. in 1857; while, on the other hand, the colonies op- 
posed to the Panama route absorbed goods to the amount of §,115,582/. 
during the same period, and these give to the Suez route. More- 
over, by the existing postal contracts with the East Indies and China, a 
weekly communication with Ceylon and Aden exists, therefore offering 
every facility for carrying out a fortnightly postal intercourse with our Aus- 
tralian colonies ria Suez ; but the colonists themselves are surely the bes! 
judges in the matter, and the Australian Association, representing all parts 
of Australasia, has publicly declared in favour of the Suez route. 





MANUFACTURE OF IRON AND STEEL. 

The number of specifications filed for improvements in the manufacture 
of iron and steel are always large, and those printed during the past week 
have been particularly numerous—all the five inventions being by well- 
known practical men; one by Mr. Morgan, of the Witton Park Iron- 
works; one by Messrs. Carmont and Corbett; two by Mr. Robt. Mushet; 
and one by Mr. Arthur Hinde. The chief feature in Mr. Morgan's 10- 
vention consists in the employment of silica as a flux, even when there 
not the necessity to employ it in order to carry down the alumina, the '- 
vention being more particularly applicable to the treatment of the Cleve- 
land ironstone. The ore he has used he found by analyses to contain— 
protoxide of iron, 39°92; peroxide of iron, 3°60; protoxide of manganes¢, 
0°95; alumina, 7°96; lime, 7°44; magnesia, 3°82; h, 0°27; carbonic 
acid, 22°85; phosphoric acid, 1°86; silica, 8°62; sulphuric acid, a trace; 
bisulphide of iron, 0:11; water combined, 2°97; organic matter, 4 trace; 
titanic acid, 0°03—100°40. The proportions with which he has found it most 
advantageous to charge the blast-furnace are—calcined ironstone, 11 cwts.; 
sandstone, containing 93 per cent. silica, 14 cwt.; limestone, contams 
53 per cent. lime, 4cwts. The fuel he has employed is coke, in proport™? 
jw wpe | from 6 to 7} cwts., according to the quality of iron to be producet, 
and other circumstances. When iron ores are employed which contan 

ions of silica and alumina differing from those of the Cleveland 
ironstone, of which the analysis is above given, the quantity of sandstone 
should be adjusted so that the silica and alumina in the charge may beat 
to each other the same, or nearly the same, proportion as they do in the 
charge above given. Other silicious material may be substituted for san4- 
stone, as for example sand; the material employed should, however, be 
rich in silica, and the nearer it approaches to pure silica the better: 4 st) 
stance containing a smaller proportion of silica than 70 per cent. is alto- 
gether unsuitable for a flux, according to his invention, in uence of 
the increase of fuel it necessitates, and the large quantity of imparitie 
introduced by it into the furnace. When ores containing silica in a qua" 
tity less than double that of the alumina are smelted in the ordinaty 
manner, the alumina renders the slag infusible and thick, and the — 
of the furnace becomes imperfect, and the iron deteriorated. 

According to Messrs. Carmont and Corbett’s invention, the flues of fur- 
naces for the production of wrought-iron and steel are so constructed a5 
rise perpendicularly from the grate, carrying off all the deleterious ga 
generated in the process of manufacture, and preventing such deleteriot® 
ate nape in contact or becoming incorporated with the metals so man! 

; the farnaces so constructed cause the heat powerfully to reflect 
and reverberate upon the metals, at the same time preventing all flame 
smoke passing over or coming in contact with the metals whilst ina hea' 
or smelting state, or in a state of fusion. : 

When puddle furnace cinder or slag made in the process of converting 
pig or cast-iron into wrought or malleable iron is smelted in the blast-fut- 
nace either by itself or mixed with iron ores, it is used either in the stat?

We now come to the two inventions of Mr. Robert Mushet, one of which 
appears to be but a very modification of several of Mr. Bessemer’s 
snyentions, and of some of his own also; whilst the other is so much like 
Uchatius’s process that it would seem almost unpatentable. Under the 
former p. Mr. Mushet either melts the decarbouised cast-iron with 
his triple com (iron, carbon, and mengenee) separately, and mixes 
chem in a molten state, or melts the iron with a portion of the triple com- 
pound, and adds what further quantity may be necessary to the molten 
mass; the relative proportions of the iron and triple compouad vary ac- 
eording to the quality of the steel to be manufacture. Mr. Mushet states 
that the essence of his invention consists in adding the triple compound to 
the decarbonised iron, and that by preference he manufactures his triple 
compound by reducing “ spiegel eisen,” which contains from 2 to § parts 
of manganese in every 100 parts of iron, together with the proportions of 
carbon contained in cast-iron; but the compound may be obtained in any 
other convenient manner. To obtain cast-steel of a medium degree of 
hardness, he adds 4 lbs. of the mer compound to 86 lbs. of iron. When 
ahard quality of steel is required he adds 6 lbs: of the compound to 34 lbs. 
of iron; and to obtain a very soft steel he adds 2 Ibs. of the compound to 
38 Ibs. of the iron. The chief feature of the invention appears to be the 
regulation of the hardness of the steel to be produced, by varying the pro- 
portion of the triple compound. 

Mr. Mushet’s second invention consists in applying the triple compound 
jn combination with granulated or finely-powdered iron, in the same way as 
Uchatius applied other fluxes in combination with granulated iron. He 
does not limit himself to any particular proportions of the several materials. 
When the cast-iron contains less carbon than grey charcoal pig-iron, he 
has found that 15 parts of cast-iron, 15 parts of the deoxydised iron ore, 
and 3 parts of the triple compound answer very well. When the cast-iron 
to be operated upon is grey charcoal pig-iron of good quality, he takes 
shout 10 Ibs. of the pulverised iron, 20 lbs. of deoxydised iron ore, and 
3 lbs. of the triple compound. His claim is for manutacturing cast-steel 
by heating, melting, combining, and blending together in melting-pots or 
otherwise broken, crushed, or granulated cast-iron, dleoxydised iron ore, 
and a triple compound containing iron, carbon, and manganese. 








MINERAL STATISTICS OF SPAIN,

mineral wealth of Spain. The particulars are the more interesting at the 
time from the great attention being directed to this highly metal-

The metalliferous and mineralogical production for 1858 amounted to 
5,350,0007., of which salt stands for 1,684,200/.; lead, 884,200/., and lead 
ores, 200,000/. ; silver ores, 421,000/.; iron and steel, 715,000/.; cala- 
mine, 103,0007.; and quicksilver, 190,000!. The subjoined shows the 
quantity and value of all the minerals and metals produced in Spain dur- 
ing the year 1858 :— MINERALS.

MINING NEWS FROM SCOTLAND. 

Giascow, Jury 28.—The mining affairs here are still improving. In 
the course of the last few days the Iron Trade has had an upward ten- 
dency, and the sales heavy. In some instances, too, the Coal Trade shows 
symptoms of improvement, as some of the employers near Glasgow have 
given their men an advance of wages to the extent of 6d. per day. In 
the course of a short time there have been some severe accidents. Atthe 
Darnconner Round Pit, in the county of Ayr, one man was killed by a fall 
from the roof, and another the day following by the rope breaking on the 
pit top. At Mossend Malleable lron-works, in the county of Lanark, two 
men were killed by the bursting of a boiler. ‘The person in charge of the 
boiler had allowed it to run dry, and suddenly put cold water into it. He 
is committed to prison on the charge of “neglect.” On Monday the 
miners held a great meeting of delegates in Glasgow from all parts of 


Scotland, on the question involved in the petition that has appeared in 
your columns from them. 














FOREST OF DEAN. 

The iron and tin works in this district continue in regular and steady 
work, and are well off for orders. The hard coal trade has also, for the 
summer season, been equal to that of any former year, but the rates are 
very low. The trade in high delf, or “nesh,” coal has been very bad 
throughout the summer, little demand arising for it other than in the cloth 
manufacturing districts of West Gloucestershire, and the factories and 
steam-mills, The multiplication of forges and rolling-mills, which expe- 
rience has proved the Forest of Dean to be especially alapted for, would 
create a legitimate demand for this description of coal, and would prove a 
safe and highly advantageous field for enterprise and capital. 

The trade in iron ore has latterly much increased, and instead of 5000 
tons on the bank at the “ Turpin” Pit, of the Easter Iron Mine, the pro- 
perty of the West Dean Iron Mining Company, which was the case four 
months since, there is not a ton now to be seen there. ‘I'wo other pits are 
sunk down to the iron ore on this award, and an engine will be imme- 
diately put up to wind from both, eo that there is a probability of three 
times the quantity being raised. 

An accident happened on Saturday last at the “Turpin” Pit of a very 
serious nature, but which miraculously inflicted no personal injury. The 
engineer was letting down an empty cart, and stopped the engine, when 
the cylinder, the beam, the connecting-rod, and other parts of the engine, 
simultaneously broke, and flew in all directions, blowing, or rather forcing, 
one end of the engine-house out. ‘The engineer, whose name is Riley, 
with extraordi courage and presence of mind, jumped on the brake, 
und prevented the band from running down the pit, or the consequence 
‘night have been very serious. A number of men are thrown out of em- 
ployment, and will be so for the next fortnight, by this accident, which 
time must elapse before the engine can again be got into “fettle.” ‘The 
necessary casting are being made at Canhope Foundry, by Messrs. Trotter, 
Thomas, and Co., and men are at work night and day, so that not an un- 
necessary hour may be lost in getting the works again into operation. 

Sling Iron Mine is in steady work, and good stuff is being brought out, 
which is going to Cinderford and South Staffordshire. Altogether the 
Forest has not much need to complain; and now that the iron trade is 
improving, and looking well, we hope public attention will be given to the 
necessity of connecting this important iron ore district by railway with South 
Wales and Staffordshire, which must be done, and the sooner the better. 

The works of the Forest of Dean Central Railway are proceeding with 
much spirit, and the heavy work on the line, the deep cuttings, &c., are 
rapidly approaching completion. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 
JuLy 28.—The Alkali and Crystal Trades of the Tyne have improved 
since the peace, and the prices have also materially advanced. 
We do not hear so many complaints respecting the Coal Trade, and the 
working of the collieries. The Hartley. Steam-Coal Collieries continue to 


do a good business, and also many of those producing other sorts of coal 
are pretty well employed at present. Coal freights to London are 7s. per 
ton, and prices in n from 14s. 9d. to 17s. per ton. 

At the Hebburn Colliery nothing important has been done since we last 
noticed it, but the large winding engine is reported to be nearly ready for 
work. The engine was intended to wind the water from the lower, or 
Bensham, coal seam; but the tubbing at the High Main scam having given 
way, and thus allowing the influx of the water from that seam, prevented 
this being accomplished. There is a considerable quantity of valuable coal 
remaining in both seams, and a consultation of eminent viewers has lately 
been held for the purpose of determining the best course to be pursued to 
free them of the water, so as admit of their being again worked. It is un- 
derstood that the course recommended is to erect a pumping engine on a 
large scale, to lift the water from the top, or High Main, seam ; and the 
winding engine, already alluded to, is to be used for the pa of draw- 
ing the water from the Bensham seam, thus allowing both seams to be 
worked simultaneously. This will, of course, be an expensive proceeding* 
but will be the means of winning a large quantity of coal, and will rein- 
state this valuable colliery. 

The strike at the Seaton Delaval Colliery has terminated, the men hav- 
ing seen the absurdity of the course they pursued in demanding an advance 
of price without giving due notice, and they have all returned to their 
work, with the exception of those committed to prison. We are not sur- 
prised that, at several i of the miners, a wish has been expressed 
that a “sick fund” should be added to the scheme for a Provident Asso- 
ciation; this, we think, very desirable. Some have also expressed a wish 
that the time for granting annuities to old miners should be at 65 instead 
of 70 years of age. 


The most important heads of the pagent Mining College, in connection

Of plan drawing, levelling, surveying, and prac- 
tical engineering. The three last-namod professors shall be nominated by the Mining 
and Engineering College, and shall be by convocation. Al! the professors shall 
be officers both of the University and of the Mining and Engineering College. 

4. The principal shall be nominated by the Mining College, and approved by convoca- 
tion, and may or may not be one of the professors. 

5. The principal shall be charged with the superintendence of the students, unless 
they are members of some college, hall, or house in the University, and, together with 
the Council of the College, shal! arrange the various lectures tu be delivered. 

6. Lecture-rooms shall be provided by the University for the five professors. Che- 
mical laboratories and workshops, if necessary,shall be provided by the Mining and En- 
gineering College. 

7. Students in mining and civil engineering shall be of two classes—matriculated and 
non-matriculated. Matriculated students shall reside in some college, hall, or house, 
licensed for that purpose by the University. Non-matriculated stu:lents, if not resident 
with their parents, shall reside in lodging-houses licensed by the principal of the Mining 
College, and approved by convocation; or,in special cases, with the consent of their 
parents, in such other houses as the principal may approve. 

8. Matriculated students should be admissible to the academica! rank of mining en- 
gineer and civil engineer, according to the regulations passed in January, 1855. Non- 
matriculated student shall be admissible to such title of distinction as shall be agreed 
upon by the University and the Mining and E ng College. All students who at- 
tend only a part of the course of study shall receive certificates of competency on those 
subjects in which they have passed the requisite examinations. 

. Instruction shall be provided for increasing the usefulness of schoolmasters in the 
mining districts. 


10. Arrangements shall be made, if possible, for enabling the students to inspect mines, 
and obtain instructions in practical work. : 

11. All non-matriculated shall be subject to such discipline as shall be determined by 
the University and the Mining and Engineering College. 

12. Every matriculated student shall pay an admission fee of 2/., and a terminal fee 
of 51. The admission fee shall be divided equally between the University and the Min- 
ing and ng College.

THE IRON axypy METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Jvty 28.—The excitement which the sudden declaration of peace oc- 
casioned has subsided, and whilst it has left as its results a clear improve- 
ment in the aspect of trade, the actual difference is not very great, but 
there is a steady demand for good iron. The Board of Trade returns, ex- 
tending to the end of the first half of the present year, prove that a fair 
business has been done; but they do not contradict the account of a quiet 
trade during the greater of the year, as a great extension is constantly 
taking place in the establishment of iron-works in various ties. 
Mr. Giles, ironmaster, of Dudley Port, who suspended last year,has filed 
a petition for a private arrangement in the Birmingham Bankruptcy Court. 
In the Hardware Trades there is a slight degree of improvement, rather 
in foreign than in home orders, but the difference is not of a very decided 
character. There is little cause for complaint in these branches of trade, 
and in some—especially the tin and japan trades—an active business is 
doing. The Board of Trade returns abundantly confirm all that has been 
said with respect to the revival, during the present year, of the demand for 
the United States. 
The civil causes tried at the Assizes for this county, which terminated 
yesterday, have been unusually light. There has been one action, “ Jones 
v. Roberts,” the stthject-matter of which was a claim for damage done to 
rty on the surface by mining operations at Tipton.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.) 

JuLy 28.—The Iron Trade has been in a brisk state during the week ; 
and from the hills generally favourable accounts are received. Orders 
come in steadily, and at the large works a capital business is being done. 
The demand for coal is also good, and the district, with some few excep- 
tions, is altogether in a satisfactory state. Baa : 

Much disappointment has been occasioned by the rejection of the Sir- 
howy Railway Bill by the Committee of the House of Lords. It was pro- 
posed to convert an old and comparatively useless tramroad into a line of 
rail, available both for passengers and traffic, and Mr. Thomas Brown, 
with other coalowners, testified strongly in its favour. Twosmall proprie- 
tors in the village of Blackwood, however, — it, Proposing a devia- 
tion, which the company declined to make. The line would run through 
one principal street of the village, which would, doubtless, be a t in- 
convenience ; but, on the other hand, much good would have ultimately 
accrued to the immediate neighbourhood, as well as to the entire district. 
It is not yet known what course the company intend to pursue. Some in- 
teresting facts were elicited in the examination of the witnesses before the 
committee just referred to. Mr. Thomas Brown stated that about 12,000 
persons were employed at the Ebbw Vale Iron-works, and that from 
10,0007. to 12,0002. a week is disbursed for wages ; 2000 tons of minerals 
are sent down the local line. New pits are now being opened up, and 
coal openings extended. Another witness stated that the Dowlais Com- 
pany send away about 50,000 tons of iron ore per annum, and manufac- 
ture the same quantity. 

An important case was brought forward yesterday at the Cardiff Assizes 
—‘ Houghton v. Bankart.” The plaintiff is the proprietor of three farms at 
Cadoxton Juxta, Neath, and the defendant the proprietor of the Red 
Jacket Copper-works, situated midway betwecn Neath and Swansea. The 
action is brought to recover 6000/. for damages which the plaintiff — 
he has sustained through the smoke proceeding from defendant’s works. 
His crops have been seriously injured year after year, and he now claims 
the amount named as compensation. The judge recommended that the 
case should be disposed of by arbitration, but the counsel on each side said 
there were points of law involved which rendered such a mode of settle- 
ment impossible. After some discussion, it was decided to make the case 
a remanet, to be heard at the next Assizes.

NORTHAMPTON IRONSTONE. 

Str,—I fully agree with the observations of your correspondent, “ A 
Working Man,” in last week’s Journal, that, notwithstanding the fusibility 
of the Northampton ironstone, some lumps will pass through the furnace 
and float out with the slag, and that some of it will not sink to the zone of 
fusion as fast as the argillaceous ironstone. The former may proceed from 
the semi-vitrified and glazed masses taken from the calcined heaps, and 
the latter from mixing the lightest variety with the heavier argillaceous 
stone. However, such irregularities will often occur with the same stone 
or ore, and, therefore, need no comment. 

With regard to the Northampton ironstone, many persons are labouring 
under a very erroneous impression, and fancy that it is a silicious ironstone 
of an homogeneous compound, and consequently that it is all alike, and 
only requires one treatment. This is not the case; it is neither silicious in 
the aggregate, nor of an uniform character. In some parts it is a grey, 
cellular, compact mass, and chiefly a carbonate of protoxide of iron, enve- 
loped by a sandy peroxide of iron. In some fields it looks like a sand- 
Stone externally coated by oxide of iron, in other places merely flakes of 
semi-crystallised carbonate of protoxide of iron enveloping masses of shells; 
im short, it varies greatly in different localities, in compactness, in the de- 
gree of oxidation, and in the ingredients with which it is mechanically 
mixed. Hence the necessity of bearing these points in mind in entering 
Into this question. 

It has been fully proved that the best seams are extremely fusible, and 
can be reduced at less cost of fuel than the argillaceous ironstone, and only 
requires a small addition of silica and lime to make very good iron and 
pas yield. The best variety scarcely requires any calcination, but merely 

ing in stoves. The porosity of the stone is too often destroyed by 
roasting or improper calcination. 
ith proper care in the selection of the fields, and the separation of the 
ironstone, the Northampton district is capable of yielding a large supply 
of good material at a remunerative rate.

THE DISTILLATION OF BITUMINOUS SHALE, &c. 

Sir,—In the last Journal is a notice of a new invention to distill bitu- 
minous shale, patented by Mr. W. Ziervogel, of Hettstadt, near Eisleben. 
The system of distillation described is precisely similar to the one designed 
by me in March, 1857, for distilling the shale on the coast of Kimmeridge. 
In making this observation, I do not mean to infer that Mr. Ziervogel ever 
saw or heard of my plan; I merely notice the fact. The drawings may 
be seen at the office at Kimmeridge. The operations carried on there as 
yet—that is, on the coast—are confined to the exportation of the raw ma- 
terial. When the distilling works for the chale are evected, according to 
the system designed by me in 1357, it will be one of the best undertakings 
in the south of England. The following description of the arrangement 
will show the similarity of the plans :—A series of upright retorts are placed 
in rows, made of conical shape, of fire-clay, the upper part ofiron. Fed 











from hoppers with broken shale above, and discharged into wagons at the 
small end below. Theoil and gas are convered in the usual manner from 


the upper part to the condensers, whilst the shale is being constantly sup- 
plied at the top, and the burnt residue continuously discharged at the bot- 
tom. Four or six retorts can be heated by one furnace. By means of this 
arrangement a very large amount of shale can be distilled with dispatch 
and economy, and with less wear and tear and labour than that attending 
the horizontal retorts. —Clarendon-gardens, W. Evan Horxms.

THE FITZMAURICE NEW GASLIGHT. 

Sr,—I lately had the pleasure of witnessing an exhibition of Majot 
the Hon. F. E. Fitzmaurice’s new gaslight, arid I mitist say I was very much 
astonished and gratified by the amazing beauty, brilliancy, atid power of 
what is called the “grand light.” This was produced, I was informed, 
by the union of two gases at the moment of coftibistion, aided by a re- 
flector. The gases were contained in two separate metallic globes, from 
each of which a small tube conducted the gas to the point of conibustion, 
the whole apparatus appearing to be of very trifling weight, as the engineer 
carried it very easily from place to place in his hatid, You may imagine 
its power when I state that, when the light was thrown upoti 4 rese tree at 
the distance of at least 50 yards, I could distinguish the colours of the pink 
flowers #10 the,gteen leaves as perfectly as if it wete daylight; and I was 
informed that you could tell the hour by your watch at tlie distance of 
nearly a mile, and that the expense of this light was not sixpence pet hotr. 
It has since occurred to me that nothing could be better adapted for mining 
than this light, as I have very little doubt that one light would perfectly 
illuminate an entire level of a mine. Perhaps, however, frott! the asto- 
nishing power of the light, if only coming from one end, the shadows 
would be so strong at the opposite direction from the light, two might be 
necessary—one at each end. If so, it appears to me its adoption would in 
many ways be of the greatest service to the mining world, of whieh you 
are the able organ and guide. Its power is stated to be equal to 500 gas 
burners, or jets. The advantages which just now strike me are—1l. Great 
economy with very improved light.—2. Diminution of risk of accident from 
the small number of lights, these two lights being placed in charge of per- 
sons specially appointed, and responsible for their care.—3. They would, 
I should think, render the occupation of miners much more healthy than 
it is at present, from the reduced consumption of the oxygen of the air. 
consequent upon the small number of lights, and the absence of the offen- 
sive sinell of the burning wicks. 

I venture to mention the matter to you, as the subject may not have at- 
tracted your attention; as, no doubt, your mind and time are fully occupied 
with the ordinary cares of your arduous task, in supplying the varied in- 
formation necessary for the large body of persons so deeply interested in 
this branch of industry, in hopes that you may deem it worth while to in- 
vestigate the subject, and favour the public with your opinion. From the 
politeness with which I was received, I have no doubt that if, by calling 
at Major Fitzmaurice’s residence, Hyde Park-gate, Kensington, every in- 
formation could be procured. The factof no tubing being necessary, and 
the manufacture being accomplished with the greatest facility, by the aid 
of an apparatus not more than a cube of three feet in size, appears to me to 
render it perfectly applicable to this purpose. Perhaps these hints may 
be worthy of your attention.

Reoexeeatine Stram.—A peculiar arrangement of apparatus whereby 
the waste or exhausted steam of steam-engines of all kinds may be returned to the boiler 
and wed again in working the engine, and thus preventing any loss of steam, has been 
patented for a correspondent, by Mr. J. H. Johnson. The used steam is conducted by a 
pipe to a closed vessel, in which it is allowed to expand and lose a great portion of its 
original pressure. From this vessel it passes to a surface condenser, which may be com- 
posed of a number of tabes surrounded with cold water, through which the steam passes 
and is condensed, the water being pamped through a coil of pipes in one of the furnace 
fives tothe bofler. The condenser is contained in a water tank, which receives the in- 
jection water, such water being heated by the steam, and used partially for supplying the 
Irifling feed required to the boiler. 


Core-BaRRELS.—Mr. Clarke, of Derbyshire, has specified improvements 
in eore-barrels for pipes and col He prop to disp with the usual slide or 
key, and to employ two rows of hinges (instead of one) and three stay bars, which may 
be readily loosened to allow the core-bar to leave the casting. in addition to the double 
row of hinges, he claims the use of a loose or hinged keying bar, of a peculiar arm, to 
carry @ gudgeon ; also dividing the core-barrel into three parts, levelling and overlapping 
the smallest division, and an arrangement for forming castings, with an internal flange.
